AFL-CIO Pres­ 
id ent George Meany , Steelwork­ 
e rs’ chief Dav e McDonald , the 
Hatters* Alex Rose, who gu id es 
the Liberal party of New York, 
and sev eral others.

Presid ent trav eled to New York 
almost as frequ ently as an E ast­ 
ern Airline shu ttle.

THE STATEMENT w a r n s 
those who hav e been agitating 
for a constitu tional amend ment 
that they are. in effect, engag­ 
ing in something bord ering on 
impropriety . 
*;Dozens of amend ments, for in­ 
stance. hav e been proposed to 
ov erru le the d ecisions of the 
Su preme Cou rt on the su bject 
of pray er n ex ercises or cere­ 
monies in schools, bu t the state­ 
ment of the 223 citizens asks 
for a kind of clotu re on fu rther 
consid eration of all su ch amend ­ 
ments bv Congress. The state­ 
ment say s: 
‘American liberties hav e been

Specialists on China see a d ir­ 
ect link between the su ccesses 
of the Commu nist gu erillas in 
Sou th Viet Nam and the Pathet 
Lao v ictories in Laos. 
Yet some of Presid ent John­ 
son’s ad v isers persist in their 
refu sal to face the grim reality . 
Thev d efend past attem pts to 
apply half-hearted 
and 
piece­ 
meal solu tions to the problems 
facing the little nations in Sou th­ 
east Asia. 
American 
policy - m akers, 
thou gh in search of a peacefu l 
solu tion in Laos and Viet Nam, 
tend to ignore the fact » that Asia 
is d ominated tod ay by the Chin­ 
ese d ragon which Napoleon hop­ 
ed wou ld be allowed to sleep 
u nd istu rbed . They are critical of 
French Presid ent De Gau lle’s 
v iew that there can be no peace 
in the Far E ast withou t Red 
China's consent. 
In his forcefu l speech at the 
United Nations, U.S. Ambassa­ 
d or Ad lai Stev enson pointed an 
accu sing finger at Moscow. He 
warned the Ru ssians that they 
were ru nning risks by encou r­ 
aging Commu nist aggression 
in 
Sou theast 
Asia. 
Nev ertheless, 
the State D epartm ent's d iplo­ 
mats continu e to pin their hopes 
on Moscow's d u biou s pled ge to 
su pport a neu tral gov ernment in 
Laos and 
on 
Nikita Khru sh­ 
chev 's policy of peacefu l co­ 
ex istence. 


HOW REALISTIC is su ch a 
policy 0 By now it shou ld be 
clear ev en to Foggy Bottom's 
optimistic 
officials 
that

China's military ad v entu res are 
• rev isionists” 
as 
m u c h as 
against the .American “imper­ 
ialists.” 
Mao Tse-tu ng, in search of a 
place in the su n, is obv iou sly 
ou t 
to

States that it is he who is now 
calling the tu ne in Asia. Since 
Red China is not a member of 


mental right and had ind eed v io­ 
lated that part of the Constitu ­ 
tion which 
states that there 
shou ld be no inerference with 
“ the free ex ercise” or religions. 
The statem ent of the protesting 
grou p, howev er, say s: 
“W h a t e v e r d isagreem ents 
some may hav e with the Bible-

we u rge that Congress approv e 
no m easu res to amend the First 
Amend ment in ord er to ov er­ 
ru le these d ecisions.” 
The lawy ers who filed

statem ent hav e a right to their 
opinion and to argu e against 
any proposed amend ment to the 
Constitu tion, bu t it comes as a 
su rprise to find su ch a learned 
grou p stating that the mere at- 
empt to u se the amend ing pro­ 
cess prescribed in the Constitu ­ 
tion is d angerou s. The sponsors 
of Ins v iewpoint ad d ; 
“ If the first clau se of the Bill 
of Rights, forbid d ing laws 
re­ 
specting an establishment of re­ 
ligion. shou ld prov e so easily 
su sceptible to impairment by 
amend ment, none of the su c­ 
ceed ing clau ses will be secu re.” 
SUCH SWEEPING d eclaration 
is hard ly ju stified becau se, for 
one thing, there are more than 
100 proposals for a constitu ­ 
tional amend ment, along with 
the resolu tion su bmitted by Rep. 
Frank J. Becker, R-NY, in be­ 
half of many members of Con­ 
gress, all of which are merely 
d esigned to safegu ard the right 
to pray in official su rrou nd ings. 
There are many 
way s 
by 
which this right can be assu red 
withou t 
imposing 
any 
estab­ 
lished chu rch. Ju st as one grou p 
respects the right of another 
grou p to hold d iffering opinions, 
there is ev ery ju stification for 
at 
leas', 
tolerating 
v olu ntary 
pray er by another bod y of citi­ 
zens, whether ou tsid e or insid e 
a gov ernment bu ild ing, in a pu b­ 
lic ceremony . 
Entirely apart from the merits 
of the issu e itself as it relates 
to the right to pray er, the con- 
trov ery ov e r 
method s 
of 
amend ing the Constitu tion may 
be intensified . 
In 19 6 2 the National Cou ncil 
of State Gov ernments ad opted a 
resolu tion proposing an ad d ition­ 
al formu la. Thu s, if two third s 
of the state legislatu res su b­ 
mitted id entical tex ts for a pro­ 
posed amend ement three-fou rths 
of the states cou ld then ratify it

Whether the foregoing propos­ 
al is a d esirable one or not, 
the fact rem ains that many con­ 
stitu tional lawy ers in the United 
States believ e that, if Congress 
is going to block the amend ing 
process,

fou nd to enable the people them­ 
selv es to initiate 
amend ments 
throu gh their own state legis­ 
latu re. 


the United Nations, he is not 
likely to be impressed by Amer­ 
ican efforts to inv olv e the U.N. 
as a peacem aker in the threat­ 
ened region. 
At the same time, bu y spu r­ 
ring the “ little w ars” in Laos 
and Sou th Viet Nam, Mao seeks 
to conv ince his enemies in the 
Red camp that it is China’s

United 
States may hav e to intensify its

warned in the U.N. that Amer­ 
ica will not aband on the people 
in Sou theast Asia. 
Howev er, one thing is clear: 
so long as the United States per­ 
sists in its refu sal to conced e 
that the Peking gov ernment ex ­ 
ists, there can be no peace in 
Asia. 
Ad mitted ly , this is a contro­ 
v ersial issu e. There are political 
risks inv olv ed in reopening the 
China d ebate in a presid ential 
election y ear.

do es no t preclude the use o f X- 
ray s as an aid in diagno sis. 
When there is a suspicio n that 
so mething is wro ng in a to o th 
o r jaw, an X-ray flm may be 
necessary to co nfirm the diag­ 
no sis. The amo unt o f direct o r 
scatter radiatio n to which 
the 
patient is ex po sed is co nsidered 
negligible wth the use o f mo d­ 
ern X-ray machines. 


One phy sician to ld me recent- 
jly that if his wife needed dental 
X-ray s during her pregnancy , 
I he wo uld “ feel better’’ if she 
were draped with a leaded ap­ 
ro n during the pro cedure. So me 
dentists do this. It must be no t- 
i ed tho ugh, that there is no sci­ 
entific ev idence that the use o f 
denal X-ray fo r diagno stic rea­ 
so ns is harmful.

NEW YORK (AP) — Nobody 
remembers war altogether as it 
happened. No one can tell the 
truth of a battlefield. 
They forget its actuality as 
they grow older, and change it 
to suit their age. 
Nobody can find out the true 
story of combat, not even five 
minutes after an event occurs.t 
A battlefield is a great mys- 
try while it is being fought. No 
one has the full story then or 
later. 
There is an involvement with 
the enemy. The chaos of clash 
is immediate; it can never be 
accuratly reassembled by re­ 
call. Too much happens all at 
once. 
That is why I feel a bit sorry 
for those who went back to Nor­ 
mandy last week for the 20th 
anniversary of one of mankind's 
more memorable military ad­ 
ventures. 
Going back to a place you 
knew in war is a journey even 
more lonesome in peace than it 
was when the ignition of danger 
and *he purpose of a mutual en­ 
deavor threw a glare upon the 
commonplace. You can never 
quite find what you look for. 
I found this to be true when 
I went back to France five years 
after it was invaded by the Al­ 
lies. I found it even more true 
when I went back 10 years after. 
In combat, more than any­ 
where else in life, you can never 
go home again. There are too 
many variances of viewpoints 
for them ever to be fully re­ 
conciled. 


To 
return 
to 
the scene of 
action. Even if it be but an hour 
all is different. What actually 
happened there? One knows a 
part of it, another knows anoth­ 
er part of it, and neither knows 
all. 
Once the bodies are picked up, 
the blood is dried, the position 
is changed, the vehicles are re­ 
grouped, 
the possible truth is 
forever gone. 
Give a battlefield a few days, 
or months, or years, and what 
really happened there is even 
more impossible to find out. 
The soldier returns and looks 
.cross a field where the grass 
md trees have renewed their 
|reenery and 
forgotten their 
scars; whre the stinking bodies 
of cows inflated by death have 


been removed, where a farmer 
walks in duty where a foe once 
held a direness. 


The soldier says: ‘Yes, it was 
there that I, we. or, no, was it 
over there that? Anyway, I ’ll 
never forget—Don’t you remem­ 
ber that the both of us—I think 
you were with me when—It all 
comes back so clear that—” 
But his honest reach for the 
truth is clouded by conjecture. 
It all looks so different. 
Landscapes forget the people 
who fight across them. People 
who try to remember the land­ 
scapes they fought across can 
never come back afterward and 
be quite sure that this is the 
exact place where 
once 
they 
felt they learned 
more 
about 
life and death than they ever 
could aftrward.
